The Pacific Telephone & Telegraph 
Co. has filed with City Clerk Burke 
its formal application 
for 
a fran­ 
chise, which application will come up 
for consideration at the meeting of 
the city trustees tonight. 
Each trus­ 
tee has been given a copy of the pro­ 
posed ordinance, and the provisions 
will be up for discussion. 
Tile provisions are entirely differ­ 
ent from the ones proposed by City 
Attorney Heat liman. 
The telephone 
company officials say t Hat. the new 
state law on public utilities 
takes 
many m atters hitherto 
handled by 
city councils from the hands of Hie 
council to tile control of the state 
board. 
The regulation 
of 
rates is 
not mentioned in tile 
ordinance as 
submitted by tile company. 
In short, the 
provisions 
of 
the 
franchise as asked for are that the 
Pacific shall have the right to main­ 
tain wires and poles or conduits for 
telephone and telegraph 
service on 
the .streets of Santa Ana: the com­ 
pany shall have the right to enter 
on the streets to repair and erect its 
apparatus; it shall re|»air all streets 
torn up. placing them in the same 
condition they were before disturb­ 
ed, and if the company does not do 
this the city may do so and charge 
the cost to the company; 
the city 
has the option to say whether the 
wires shall be on poles 
or in con­ 
duits ill any section of tile city: the 
wires and conduits shall 
not inter­ 
fere with sewers, water pi lie, etc., of 
tin* city; the company shall pay to 
the city two per cent of 
its gross 
receipts to the city, 
a statement of 
receipts to be made by 
the 
com­ 
pany's manager, and payment made 
in January of each year; 
the I ran­ 
ch ise shall be for a term of thirty 
years.
